Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  sul)init  to  you  iny  Annual  lieport  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  1906. 

226  births  were  registered,  giving  a birth  rate  of  28  6 per 
thousand.  This  is  slightly  above  the  average  and  considerably 
higher  than  that  of  the  last  two  years. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  whole  country  in  1906  was  27  (the 
lowest  ever  recorded),  and  for  the  Kural  Districts  26 ‘3. 

1 18  deaths  occured  in  the  district  and  12  persons  died  in  public 
institutions  outside.  The  death  rate  is  16'4.  Although  this  is 
somewhat  below  the  average  it  is  distinctly  high  for  a rural  district. 
The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  .1906  was  15  4. 


32  of  the  deaths  were  children  under  1 year  of  age,  giving  an 
infantile  mortality  (rate  per  thousand  births)  of  141.  Half  of 
these  infant  deaths  were  attributed  either  to  diarrhma  or  premature 
birth  ; none  occurred  from  any  of  the  common  infectious  diseases. 


Th’oni  the  seven  chief  epidem'c  diseases  there  were  12  deaths, 
causing  a death  rate  of  1-5  per  thousand.

Infectious  Diseases. 

Although  thirty  two  cases  of  infections  were  reported,  they  all 
occured  in  twenty  houses.  Three  were  typhoid  fever,  one  being  at 
Swinefieet  in  March,  and  two  at  8naith  Auguoj  and  September. 
The  last  was  removed  to  hospital. 
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Oiphtherici, 

Twelve  cases  of  diphtheria  and  one  of  membranous  croup  have 
lieen  notilied  diirint^  the  year.  In  March  a child  died  at  Pollington. 
A few  days  later  anothei’  girl  in  the  village  commenced  and  was 
removed  to  hospital.  She  had  been  teaching  the  former  child  at 
school. 

Two  days  afterwards  a child  was  reported  at  Goole  Fields.  She 
was  a relative  of  the  last  case,  though  I could  not  trace  any  con- 
nection between  the  two  infections. 

In  July  a case  was  notilied  in  Airmyn  Parish,  in  August  three 
other  childi'en  coimnenced  in  the  saiiie  liouse  and  were  removed  to 
hospital. 

The  others  have  been  isolated  cases  in  various  pai'ts  of  the 
district  ; one  at  Kawcliffe  being  imported  fi’om  Hull. 

16  bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made  by  the  County 
Council  from  cases  of  diphtheria  in  this  district. 

The  District  Council  provides  antitoxin  and  advantage  has 
])een  taken  of  this  by  medical  practitioners. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Fourteen  cases  occurred  in  five  houses.  In  June  three  children 
were  reported  at  Cowick,  and  in  August  three  more  cases  occurred 
in  one  liouse  at  Hook.  In  October  thri  e were  notilied  from  one 
house  at  Eastoft,  and  in  December  three  more  from  the  same  house. 

In  November  I w^as  informed  b}"  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  tlie  1 jincolnshire  portion  of  the  village,  that  a number  of  children 
in  his  district  were  suffei'ing  from  the  complaint,  and  that  ho  had 
discovered  several  attending  school  wdiilst  peeling.  The  first  case 
in  the  village  ap]jears  to  have  been  on  the  Lincolnshire  side.  On 
November  9th  I recommended  closure  of  the  school  for  a month. 

Whoophig  Cough, 

An  epidemic  occurred  at  Airmyn  in  July  necessitating  school 
closure  for  three  weeks. 

On  December  7th,  owing  to  an  epidemic  at  Swinefleet,  I 
recommended  closure  of  the  infants’  department  of  the  school  for  a 
momh.  As  the  disease  now  attacked  many  of  the  children  in  the 
mixed  department,  on  December  14th  I recommended  its  closure  for 
three  weeks. 

For  an  epidemic  of  measles  at  Rawmhffe  the  school  was  closed 
for  five  weeks  in  SeptembeF  iLncl  October. 


At  Ousefleet  in  December  I recom mended  school  closuie  for 
three  weeks  for  an  outbreak  of  mumps. 

Water  Supply  and  Drainage* 

The  scarcity  of  water  was  much  felt  in  several  villages  during 
the  summer ; Snaith,  Hook  and  Swinefleet  being  cbiefiy  affected. 
At  Swinefleet  a cart  was  again  used  to  take  water  from  tbe  Goole 
mains  and  retail  it  to  the  inhabitants. 

With  such  a state  of  affairs  recurring  year  after  year  it  is 
scarcely  surprising  that  the  death  rate  and  infant  mortality  are  so 
high. 

The  Council  is  now  considering  the  question  of  laying  mains 
for  the  supply  of  Snaith,  the  water  being  obtained  fiom  the  Goole 
main  which  runs  through  the  village.  An  engineer  has  been 
appointed  to  make  the  necessary  plans  and  specifications.  I hope 
means  will  be  taken  this  year  to  supply  Hook  in  a similar  mannei’. 

At  Eawcliffe,  owing  to  complaints  of  nuisance  arising  from  the 
state  of  the  Dobella  Drain,  the  District  Council  decided  to  construct 
a grit  chamber  and  septic  tank  in  order  to  partially  purify  tbe  sewage 
before  it  enters  the  ditch.  The  work  has  been  commenced,  but 
owing  to  the  recent  bad  weather  has  not  yet  been  completed. 

Possibly  a similar  method  of  treatment  will  be  required  for  tbe 
drainage  of  Snaitb  and  other  villages,  which  at  present  do  not  drain 
directly  into  tidal  rivers. 

The  discharge  of  crude  sewage  from  a whole  village  into  some 
convenient  ditch  or  small  stream  is  not  a procedure  that  can  be 
defended  on  sanitary  grounds. 

There  are  forty-two  cowkeepers  at  pi'esent  on  the  register. 
With  the  Inspector  I visited  most  of  tbe  sheds  during  the  summer, 
and  made  suggestions  for  their  improvement  in  order  to  comply  with 
the  regulations. 

Owing  to  Mr.  Tudor’s  death,  and  the  delay  in  the  appointment 
of  a successor  many  of  these  alterations  have  not  been  carried  out. 
The  principal  faults  are  defective  floors  which  cause  unsatisfactory 
drainage,  and  the  accumulations  of  manure  in  close  proximity  to  the 
shed.  Concrete  floors  are  undoubtedly  best,  but  bricks  on  edge  set 
in  concrete  answmr  the  purpose.  Practically  none  of  the  cowkeepers 
use  their  dairies,  the  milk  being  at  once  dispatched  for  sale.  1 find 
very  few  farmers  cool  their  milk,  a process  most  necessary  for  its 
preservation. 
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The  five  workshops,  two  of  which  are  bakehouses,  have  been 
inspected  and  found  in  clean  and  satisfactory  condition.  The  sanitary 
conveniences  are  suitable  and  sufficient.  There  are  no  known 
outworkers  in  the  district.

Physical  FcaturGS  and  GenGral  Character  of  the 

District. 


'"PHI'j  town  of  Goole  is  situated  at  the  extreme  eastern  lairt  of  tlie 
I West  Biding,  in  the  southern  part  ot  the  flat  alluvial  p»lain  of 
the  Vale  of  York.  It  is  i^laced  on  tlie  west  hank  of  the  Biven 
Ouse  and  lies  at  a lower  level  than  the  waters  of  the  oi'dinary  tides, 
which  are  ]n’evented  from  overflowit)g  hy  artificially  raised  hanks. 
The  general  level  of  the  town  is  ten  feet  above  sea  level,  and  wdien 
it  is  remembered  that  the  sewers  are  tide-locked  about  14  hours  out 
of  the  twenty-four  the  difficulties  of  efficient  drainage  are  at  once 


apparent. 

A large  part  of  the  town  is  built  on  artificially  made  soil  wTiich 
in  the  case  of  cottage  property  has  not  been  covered  over  with 
asphalt  or  cement. 

The  Strata  lying  immediately  under  the  natural  soil  is  a laye^ 
of  peat  at  about  6 feet  in  depth,  resting  upon  a thick  bed  of  stiff 
clay. 


Being  a seaport  town,  the  chief  occupation  of  the  inhal)itants 
is  directly  or  indirectly  associated  wdth  shipping  ; in  addition,  Goole 
is  the  centre  of  an  important  agricultural  district.  ihere  is  no 
particular  trade  or  occupation  which  exerts  a prejudicial  influence 
on  the  public  health. 


Population, 


The  information  to  be  gained  from  the  health  statistics  of  a 
district  is  of  great  importance,  and  as  the  statistics  are  based  upon 
the  number  of  the  population,  it  is  essential  for  the  accuracy  C)f  the 
statistics  that  the  numlrer  of  people  living  in  the  place  should  be 
known  as  exactly  as  possiljle  ; for  example  if  the  numhei  of  the 
population  be  over  estimated,  the  death  rate  wdll  a])pear  better  than 
it  really  is,  and  on  the  other  hand,  if  an  under  estimation  Ire  made 
the  death  rate  will  be  exaggerated.  Up  to  the  present  a census,  or 
official  counting  of  the  population  of  each  locality  in  Great  Britain 
is  taken  every  ten  years  ; and  for  the  years  betw-een  the  census 
years  an  estimate  only  of  the  population  can  be  made.  ^ This 
interval  is  now  acknowdedged  to  be  too  long,  and  the  necessity  for 
more  frequent  enumeration  has  lieen  shown  hy^  the  gi  eat  mistakes  nrade 
in  calculating  the  population  of  many  places  between  the  census 
years.  In  some  countries  the  census  is  taken  more  frequently^ 
every  five  years  in  Denmark  and  France;  every  three  years  in 
Prussia  and  Belgium  and  every  year  in  Austria.  London  took  its 
first  quinquennial  local  census  in  1896,  So  writes  Dr.  Huntei,  and 


o 

tiiGD  givGS  the  result  of  a local  census  of  Pudsey  which  was  taken  in 
1906.  It  showed  that  the  estimated  population  was  15,719,  1,622 
in  excess  of  the  actual  figures.  The  estimation  was  very  simply 
done  and  at  a very  small  cost.

No  papers  were  left  at  the  houses,  the  facts  being  inserted 
directly  into  the  book  by  the  enumerators.  One  enumerator  counted 
each  Ward. 

In  my  last  year’s  report  I have  referred  at  length  to  this 
question,  and  regret  that  I have  still  been  unable  to  persuade  the 
Council  to  grant  my  request. 

The  Eegistrar- General’s  method  is  useless  for  a town  like  Goole 
of  varying  growth.

Showing  an  increase  of  occupied  liouses  since  last  year  of  183, 
mainly  in  the  East  Ward. 

The  natural  increase,  i.c.,  the  increase  of  births  over  deaths 
durin"  the  vear  was  360. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  very  few  empty  houses,  indeed 
great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  amongst  the  working  class 
population  in  obtaining  a house  at  all. 

x\fter  consideration  of  the  facts  available  for  the  purpose,  Ihas^e 
estimated  the  poptilation  to  the  middle  ol  the  year 
as  17  80U,  and  the  birth  and  death  rates  in  this  Eeport  are 
calculated  upon  that  figure. 

May  I express  the  hope  that  before  next  year’s  report  is  written 
the  actual  figures  may  be  obtained,  more  partiicularly  as  five  more 
years  must  elapse  before  the  official  census  is  available*  As  ex- 
plained, this  can  be  done  at  a very  small  cost  on  the  plan  suggested. 
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Births, 


The  total  number  of  births  registereJ  duriag  the  year 
was  660  In  1905  this  number  was  577,  and  the  average  for  the 
past  ten  years  is  591,  so  that  whilst  the  birth  rate  over  the  country 
generally  is  decreasing,  we  are  in  the  position  of  recording  a 
coiisideral)ly  inereased  birth  rate. 


The  birth-rate  for  1903  was  37  per  thousand  of 
the  estimated  population,  as  compare  i with  33  in  1995,  and 
an  average  of  35-7  for  the  last  ten  years. 

Of  the  births  3-11  were  males  and  319  females,  Arrangeil 
according  to  warrds  159  were  registered  ni  the  Noidh  Ward,  205  in 
the  South  Ward,  143  in  the  Hast  Whird,  82  in  the  West  Ward,  and 
71  in  the  Central  Whird,  showing  a considerable  increase  in  the 
South,  Hast  and  Central  Wards,  and  a decrease  in  the  W'est.  Of 
the  total  number  of  births  27  were  illegitimate  —about  four  per  cent. 


There  wmre  37  still-born  children  buried  in  the  cemeter}u  The 
law  imposes  a penalty  of  £10  upon  any  person  wdio  buries  the  body 
of  a deceased  child  as  if  it  were  still-ljorn. 


The  average  birth-rate  for  the  142  smaller  towns  of  England 
and  Wales  during  1900  was  20 m. 


Marriages, 

There  were  178  marriages  solemnised  in  the  town  during 
the  year,  as  compared  with  153  in  1905,  120  in  1904,  and  115  in 
1903. 


Deaths, 

The  gross  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  tlie  year  was 
308,  giving  a death-rate  of;17-3  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population.  If  the  deaths  of  12  persons  not  belonging  to  the  town 
(non-residents)  lie  deducted,  and  those  of  4 persons  who  died  in 
public  institutions  outside  the  district  (non-residents)  be  added,  the 
nGtt  total  number  of  deaths  was  300,  100  males  and  140  females, 
giving  a nett  death-rate  of  16  8 per  thousand  of  the 
estimated  population 

The  death-rate  for  1905  was  16-7,  for  1904  22-4,  and  the 
average  for  the  last  ten  years  is  18 T.  In  last  year’s  report  I di-ew 
attention  to  tne  low  death-rate  for  the  year,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to 
again  be  able  to  record  a similarly  low  death  record. 

The  death-rate  for  the  142  smaller  towms  of  England  and  Whiles 
during  1906  was  14 '5. 

Arranged  according  to  Wards,  66  deaths  occurred  in  the  Novth 
W^ard,  81  in  the  South  Ward,  66  in  the  East  W^ard,  38  in  the  W est 
Ward,  and  49  in  the  Central  W'ard. 


With  regard  to  the  North  and  Central  Wards,  it  is  to  be 
remembered  that  the  workhouse  is  situated  in  the  North  Ward,  and 
several  deaths  of  inmates  have  to  l)e  recorded  here  on  account  of 
their  former  address  not  being  obtainable.  Again  with  regard  to  the 
Central  Ward,  the  Cottage  Hospital  and  the  mortuary  are  situated 
in  this  Whird,  as  well  as  the  docks,  and  deaths  of  utiknown  persons 
and  foreigners  are  registered  here,  Nor  example,  two  deaths  were 
those  of  foreign  sailors,  which  took  place  on  the  high  seas  and  were 
l)rought  in  to  Goole.  These  w’ere  assigned  to  the  Central  Ward, 

Comparing  the  totals  of  1906  with  tliose  of  1905  it  will  be  observed 
that  there  was  an  increase  in  1906  in  the  deaths  from  the  following 
causes : —

Local  Government  BoariVs  Tables. 

In  the  live  tables  which  follow,  deatlis  occun'ing  in  public 
institutions  are  allotted  to  the  difierent  ^\'al■ds,  or  otbei'  localities, 
according  to  the  addresses  of  the  deceased  when  possible.  It  will 
be  noticed  that  deaths  of  “ non-residents”  are  excluded  from  certain 
calculations,  and  deaths  of  “residents”  are  included.  The  Board 
defines  “ non-residents  ” as  persons  brougl\t  into  the  district  on 
account  of  illness,  and  dying  there,  and  “residents”  as  persons  who 
have  been  taken  out  of  the  district  on  account  of  illness,  and  have 
died  elsewhere. 

The  list  of  institutions  furnishing  such  returns  were  the  Hull 
Koyal  Infirmary,  the  Leeds  Infirmary  and  the  York  Asylum.

Deaths  under  the  Age  of  Twelve  Months. 

The  total  numlier  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  in  190G  was 
98,  OP  148  per  thousand  births,  (or  39-6  per  cent,  of  the  nett 
total  number  ot  deaths  at  all  ages),  as  compared  with  138  i)er  1000, 
the  avera,ge  for  the  142  smaller  towns  of  iOngland  and  AVales. 

In  1905  the  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  was  88,  or 
152  per  thousand  births,  and  the  average  for  the  })ast  ten  years  is 
101,  or  171  per  thousand  births,  so  that  in  S[ute  of  the  fact  that 
with  the  hot  weather  during  the  summer  months  an  increase  of 
deaths  from  diai-rhoea  took  place,  yet  the  comparative  ligure  for 
the  year  continues  to  decrease.  Of  tiie  number,  20  weie  due  to 
premature  birth,  in  the  case  of  which  life  was  prolonged  for  only  a 
few  hours,  of  the  remainder,  26  deaths  were  due  to  diarrhoea,  an 
increase  of  j9  over  the  number  recorded  for  the  previous  year.  16 
were  registered  as  due  to  atrophy  and  debility,  in  which  case  the 
presumption  holds  that  improper  feeding  was  at  any  rate  partly 
responsible.  8 deaths  were  due  to  the  different  forms  of  tuberculous 
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disease,  a disease  which  is  associated  with  unhealthy  homes  and 
insanitary  surroundings.  .12  deaths  were  due  to  bronchitis  and 
luieuinonia.  5 deaths  were  due  to  convulsions.  S deaths  were  due  to 
whooping  cough.  5 deaths  occui'red  in  illegitimate  children. 

hroni  this  summary  it  wull  he  afiparent  that  there  is  here  ample 
sco])e  loi  pieventative  medicine.  August  and  September  wmre  hot 
months  during  which  the  highest  death  rates  for  the  year  occurred, 
in  August  81  deaths  took  place  and  of  these  19  wmre  in  children 
uiK  ei  one  } eai  of  age,  and  9 of  these  weie  due  to  summer  diarrhoea. 
Ill  September  42  deaths  wmre  registeiud  and  of  these  25  wei-e  of  child- 
ren under  one  year  of  age,  20  of  which  were  due  to  summer 
diarrluea. 

To  practically  every  house  where  a birth  was  registered  duriim 
the  year  a cojiy  of  the  Council’s  card  on  the  Eearing  of  Infant^ 
was  distiuhuted.  This  had  been  done  previously  by  the  Assistant 
Inspector,  hut  on  my  o vii  responsiliility  I requested  the  District 
iSluise  to  do  so  wuth  the  ajiproval  of  her  committee. 

granted,  and  all  during  the  summer  not  only 
did  the  Nurse  distribute  the  leaflets,  hut  in  many  instances  paid 
visits,  moie  jiarticularly  in  the  case  of  poor  jieople.  Advuce  was 
pi-offered,  and  if  the  child  wars  not  thriving  and  no  doctor  was  in 
attendance,  repeated  visits  were  made.  A record  was  kept  and 
s lown  to  me  ]iei-iodicallv'  I reported  this  matter  to  my  committee, 
hut  as  they  did  not  seem  inclined  to  make  any  contrilmtion  to  the 
funds  of  the  Nursing  Institution  1 thought  it  scarcely  fair  that  she 
s lOLild  continue  this  w’ork.  1 take  the  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  grateful  thanks  to  her  for  so  readily  undertaking"  the  duty,  and 
lor  the  thorough  and  efficient  manner  in  which  she  performed  it, 
and  I am  of  opinion  that  much  good  resulted  therefrom.  In  no 
instance  did  the  mothers  resent  the  nurse  s visit,  rather  the  revmrse, 
and  as  this  work  is  essentially  a woman  s duty,  and  Coole  is  too 
small  a town  to  afford  a female  health  visitor,  I would  suggest  again 
that  the  Council  make  some  sort  of  arrangement  with  the  Nursing 
Committee  whereby  the  District  Nurse  might  undertake  the  work  of 
visiting  the  homes  of  the  poor  on  the  registration  of  the  birth  of  a 
child,  and  help  the  mother  in  many  ways  as  to  the  bringing  up  of 
her  inlant.  Alter  all,  verbal  advicai  carries  most  weight,  and  shu 
v\ould  he  able  to  investigate  m detail  the  causes  of  infantile  mortality, 
and  carry  out  other  remedial  work  amongst  children.  It  may  he  of 
inteiest  to  know  that  the  Doai'd  of  Cuardians  make  a grant  of  £5  5s. 
pel  annum  to  the  District  Nui’sing  Association. 


During  the  montl.i  of  June  a ( onference  w-as  held  in  Ijondon 


on 


the  suhjict  of  Infantile  klortality,  and  was  attended  by  about  300 
deleg.ites,  laj  and  medical  repi  eseni  a tives  of  the  Countv"  Councils, 
and  oth^r  Sanitary  Autlioiities  in  the  United  Kingdom.  "The  KiNrt 
Ilon.^Jc-hn  Lurns,  ]\I.]’.,  I’resideiit  of  the  Local  Government  Dokrd 
was  rresident,  and  delivered  a sti iking  address  in  wTiich  he  stated 
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that  ‘‘  on  behalf  of  the  Royal  Patrons  of  this  Conference,  the 
Government,  and  our  department,  we  extend  to  you  a cordial 
welcome,  and  in  so  doing  express  sympathy  for  your  object,  co- 
operation with  you  in  your  practical  aims,  and  I promise  you 
officially  to  render  you  what  practical,  kindly,  sensible  help  our 
department  can  afford  you  in  carrying  out  the  objects  which  you 
have  in  view.” 

The  following  resolutions  were  passed  at  the  Conference  : — ; 

I.  — That  the  Education  Department  be  urged  to  add  insti'uctions  in 

Elementary  Hygiene  with  reference  to  the  dietary  and 
rearing  of  infants  to  their  present  scheme,  for  systematically 
training  girls  in  the  senior  classes  in  the  practice  and 
principles  of  personal  hygiene  and  the  elements  of  dietary. 

II.  — That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Conference,  immediate  legislation 

is  required  enabling  Sanitary  Authorities  to  establish  or 
support  depots  for  the  supply  of  pure,  or  modified,  or 
sterilized  milk,  and  to  defray  any  cost  out  of  the  monies 
available  for  public  health  purposes. 

III.  — That  in  view  of  the  information  submitted,  the  Conference  is- 

of  opinion  that  all  stillbirths  should  be  notified  within  48 
hours  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district  in 
which  they  occur,  and  that  no  burial  should  take  place 
without  a medical  certificate. 

IV.  — That  notifications  of  all  births  be  given  within  48  hours  to  the 

Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district  in  which  they  occur. 

V.  — That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Conference,  the  question  of  the 

insurance  of  infant  lives  under  12  months  is  one  demanding 
serious  consideration,  and,  with  a view  to  receiving  reliable 
information,  the  Government  should  be  asked  to  appoint  a 
departmental  committee  of  inquir)'  on  the  whole  question. 

VI.  — (a)  That  the  period  of  one  month’s  abstention  from  factory 

work  away  from  home  now  imposed  on  mothers  he  extended 
to  at  least  three  months,  and  that  on  their  return  to  work, 
evidence  must  be  produced  satisfactory  to  the  Local  Authority 
that  proper  provision  has  been  made  for  the  care  of  the 
child. 

(d)  That  no  employer  of  labour  sliall  permit  a woman 
advanced  in  pregnancy  to  engage  in  factory  labour  unless  her 
ability  therefor  has  been  certified  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Local  Authority. 

VII.  — (a)  That  having  regard  to  the  ascertained  fact  that  in  centres 

of  industry  where  women  are  largely  employed  away  from  their 
homes  an  excessive  number  of  deaths  of  infants  take  place, 
and  this  is  contributed  to  by  the  improper  conditions  existing 
at  the  houses  in  which  infants  are  placed  out  to  nurse,  it 
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necessary  th^t  the  persons  by  wlioin,  and  the  places  into 
which  infants  are  received,  should  ])e  under  supervision  l)y 
tlie  Local  Authority, 

(6)  That  the  Infant  Life  Protection  Act  be  amended  to  remedy 
abuses  which  are  not  at  present  provided  against. 

VIII.— That  all  preparations  offered  or  sold  as  food  for  infants 
should  be  certified  by  a Government  Analyst  as  non-injurious, 
and  that  each  packet  should  contain  its  analysis. 

That  the  Dairies,  Milkshops,  and  Cowsheds  Oi’der  is  defective, 
and  that  any  amendnient  should  extend  tlie  definition  of 
disease  as  applied  to  animals,  and  should  make  the  provision 
of  regulations  by  Local  Authorities  compulsory.  That  the 
scope  of  the  regulations  should  be  extended  to  cover 
dirty  milk,  and  should  enable  Local  ‘Authorities  to  prohibit 
the  sale  of  any  milk  which  fails  to  comply  with  the  con- 
ditions of  purity  agreed  upon. 

That,  ill  the  opinion  of  this  Conference,  the  appointment  of 
qualified  women  specially  trained  in  the  hygiene  of  infancy 
is  necessary  as  an  adjunct  to  public  health  wmrk. 

XI.  —That,  in  the  opinion  of  tliis  Conference,  the  Midwives  Act, 
1902,  should  be  extended  to  Scotland  and  Ii-eland.

Deporting  on  the  prevalence  of  diphtheria  during  1906,  as  con- 
tinuous with  my  report  in  previous  years,  the  enclosed  chart  shows 
the  weekly  notifications  received  dining  the  year,  in  conjunction 
with  which  is  shown  the  weekly  amount  of  rainfall  during  ttie  yeai'. 


Chart  showing  the  weekly  number  of  Cases  of  Diphtheria,  and  amount  of  Rainfall. 
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During  January,  ^3  cases  were  noLitied,  amongst  them  were 
three  children  with  their  nurse,  and  a series  of  three  cases  in  the 
same  house,  the  hrst  one  having  being  found  dead,  necessitating  the 
holding  of  an  ituguest.  (S  notihcations  were  received  during  the 
month  of  February  which  was  a cold  and  wet  month. 
4 in  March,  6 in  April^  10  in  May,  I in  June,  up  to  the 
23rd,  when  the  disease  suddetdy  liecame  epidemic  in  character, 
four  notihcations  being  received  on  the  23rd.  Enquiry  showei  that 
of  these,  three  were  in  a {larticular  clas-;  in  Alexandra  Street  Girls 
School,  i.e.  Standard  T.  and  the  fourth  was  a neighbour  of  one  ol 
the  affected  children.  On  the  25th  another  notihcation  was  received 
and  on  the  26th  two  mare,  all  girls  attending  Standard  i I visited 
the  schools  and  found  that  in  Standard  I.  55  pupils  w'ere  present 
and  20  absent.  xA  list  of  absentees  was  obtained  and  the  throats  of 
32  children  present  were  swabbed  indiscriminately.  No  less  a 
number  than  12  of  these  were  returned  as  having  the  true  diphtheria 
bacilli  present  in  the  t iroats,  and  by  a simple  sum  in  proportion  it 
may  faiiny  he  assumed  that  in  the  class  36  per  cent,  of  the  children 
were  potential  sources  of  infection  ; many  of  them  were  ultimately 
notified  as  acGually  having  developed  the  disease,  and  it  can  he 
readily  seen  how  they  would  act  as  “carriers  ’’  and  convey  the  in- 
fection to  others  with  whom  they  would  he  likely  to  come  in  contact. 
Kecognising  the  suddenness  of  the  outbreak,  and  rememhering  the 
experience  of  Doothferry  Koad  Schools  I at  once  advised  that  this 
particular  standard  he  closed,  and  the  teacher  suspended  from  duty 
until  a bacteriological  return  of  her  throat  be  obtained.  On  the 
27th  four  more  notifications  were  received,  two  pupils  in  Standard 
I,  and  two  neighbours  and  friends  of  the  first  case  of  the  disease, 
living  in  an  adjoining  yard.  On  the  2Bth  five  notifications,  three  of 
whom  were  on  our  list  of  absentees  and  one  was  a sister  of  an 
absemee  who  had  evidently  conveyed  the  disease  to  her  younger 
sister.  In  the  case  of  the  fifth  I could  trace  no  history  of  contagion. 
On  the  29th  six  notifications,  two  of  whom  weie  on  theahsentee  list, 
and  the  remaining  four  were  in  pi-eviously  infected  houses,  x^ll 
the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  and  the  majority  had 
severe  attacks.  Such  is  in  brief  the  history  of  the  outbreak  and  is  a 
striking  example  of  prompt  and  efficient  preventative  measures. 
The  origin  of  the  outbreak  was  that  of  a child  suffering  from  the 
disease  wdiilst  in  attendance  at  school.  Of  the  20  scholars  absent  on 
the  26th,  9 wei'e  subsequently  notified.  An  interesting  illustration 
■of  how^  the  disease  may  be  spi’ead  was  that  of  a scholar  in  Standard 
I.  aged  7,  a swab  from  whose  throat  shew  el  the  presence  of 
diphtheria  bacilli.  She  herself  did  not  develop  the  disease,  but  was 
fhe  means  of  conveying  the  diseise  to  her  little  sister  aged  24  years. 
I under.-^land  that  mv  action  in  swabbing  the  throats  of  the  school 
children  gave  rise  to  some  comment.  Personally  I did  not  hear 
any  and  I presume  it  was  only  the  idle  chatter  of  nusyhodies  The 
question,  howuiver,  of  authority  over  schools  is  at  present  a dilhcnlt 
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one,  and  the  paragranh  bearing  on  the  subject  is  contained  in  the 
ineinoranduin  of  the  Local  Government  l^oard,  page  2,  “Scholars, 
especially  pu})lic  elementary  scliools  ; sanitary  conditions  of,  includ- 
ing water  supply  ; action  taken  in  relation  to  the  health  of  the 
scholars  and  for  preventing  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  ” Of 
the  2()  cases  notitied  during  July  the  majority  had  the  infection 
traced  to  the  four  cases  previously  mentioned,  and  as  four  cases  were 
notified  from  a particular  class  in  the  National  Schools,  I advised 
closure  of  tliis  class  also.  One  case  was  that  of  a hoy  in  a different 
part  (4  the  town  altogether  and  having  no  connection  with  the 
others.  He  had  the  disease  last  year  and  was  a puzzling  case  to 
elucidate  as  the  bacteriological  repoid  was  positive.  The  conclusion 
1 came  to  was  that  the  hoy  suffered  from  the  disease  in  a chronic 
loiin  all  this  time.  Of  the  13  cases  in  August  all  with  one  ex- 
ception were  in  previously  infected  houses. 

In  September  10  cases,  and  of  the  13  cases  in  October,  I 
attributed  the  slight  increase  as  due  to  climatic  influences,  especially 
as  rain  began  to  lall  on  the  first  of  the  month  after  a long  period  of 
dry  weather  (the  rainfall  for  September  being  only  AG  inches),  and 
continued  up  to  the  13th,  during  which  period  12  v'^ere  notified,  all 
fresh  sources  of  infection  in  different  parts  of  the  town, 

10  cases  were  notified  in  November. 

3 cases  were  notified  in  Deceiiiber. 

The  type  of  the  disease  was  a.  more  seveie  one  than  in  forme^ 
years,  and  14  deaths  occuned  giving  a case  mortality  of  9 4 pe^' 
cent,  as  compared  with  6 A per  cent,  in  the  earlier  stages  of  the

The  deaths  due  to  summer  diarrhaai  numbered  34,  including  26 
under  one  year  of  age,  and  5 in  old  people.  These  deaths  occurred 
mainly  during  the  nionths  of  August  and  September.  A reference 
to  the  meteorological  tables  shows  that  the  thermometer  reached  its 
maximum  during  the  months  following  upon  the  hot  and  dry  month 
of  July.  These  are  the  recognised  conditions  favourable  to  the  growth 
and  activity  of  the  micro-organisms  which  produce  this  disease, 
namely,  a high  temperature,  a low  rainfall,  and  a high  soil 
temperature  ; given  these  conditions  a polluted  soil  gives  rise  to 
pollution  of  the  atmosphei’e,  milk  and  other  foods. 
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The  deaths  from  diarrhoea  during  the  last  ten  years  were  as 
follows  : —

There  were  five  deaths  from  this  disease,  mainly  in  the  South 
Ward,  four  of  which  occurred  under  the  age  of  five  years. 

Measles. 

Measles  was  scarcely  at  all  prevalent  during  the  year  and  no 
deaths  were  recorded. 

Mumps. 

An  epidemic  of  mumps  occurred  just  before  Christmas  amongst 
the  children  attending  the  Infants  Department  of  the  Doothferry 
Koad  Schools.  130  children  were  notified  as  being  absent  from  this 
cause.  On  uccount  of  the  near  approach  of  the  Christmas  holidays 
1 did  not  advise  closure  of  the  Infant  Schools. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

39  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  the  year  with  2 
deaths.  The  cases  were  notified  in  about  equal  numbers  from 
different  paits  of  the  town.  One  patient  whose  disease  was  not 
recognised  in  the  early  stages  was  the  means  of  infecting  five  others. 

Enteric  Fever. 

9 cases  of  ty})hoid  or  enteric  fever  were  notified  with  one  deaths 
8 were  treated  in  hospital  and  recovered.  In  7 of  the  jiatients  the 
evidence  was  in  favour  of  the  infection  having  been  received  away 
from  home.  In  2 cases  which  occurred  in  the  same  block  of 
cottages  on  Swinefleet  Eoad  no  history  of  infection  could  he  obtained,, 
and  although  neighbours,  the  statement  was  made  that  no  visiting 
took  ])!a,ce,  the  one  was  a school  cliikl  aged  6 years,  the  other  a man 
aged  29  years.  No  glaring  sanitary  defects  were  found. 
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Cancer, 


14  deaths  were  registered  under  this  heading  against  14  in 

1905  ; 6 in  1904  ; 25  in  1903  ; 12  in  1902  ; 7 in  1901 ; and  16  in 
1900. 


Tubercular  Diseases. 

There  were  18  deaths  from  plithisis  or  consumption,  and  20 
from  other  tubercular  diseases,  making  a total  of  38  deaths  from 
tubercle,  giving  a death  rate  from  the  diseases  caused  by  tubercle 
of  2T,  against  1*6  in  1905,  and  2'4  in  1901  ; and  from  con- 
sumption of  the  lungs  of  1,  against  -5  in  1905,  and  -8  in  1904. 

Puerperal  Fever, 

No  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year  under  this  heading. 
This  is  especially  gratifying  in  view  of  tlie  fact  that  the  Midwives 
Act  1902,  is  now  in  operation.

The  following  West  Riding  County  Council  handbill  was  posted 
up  in  all  the  cowsheds  in  the  District 

RULES  FOR  MILKERS. 

Let  cleanliness  be  the  motto  in  everything  connected  with  the 
production  of  milk. 

Cowshed. — Clean  walls,  ceilings,  floors,  window  bottoms,  and 
corners. 

Animals. — Clean  haunches,  udders,  and  teats. 

Cowman. — Clean  hands,  overalls,  and  cap  when  milking. 

Utensils. — Clean  cans,  utensils,  milking  stools,  &c. 

Don’t  keep  the  milk  vessels  in  the  cowhouse.

In  addition  to  the  oi'dinary  samples  of  milk  which  are 
periodically  taken  and  forwaided  to  the  County  Analyst  for  chemical 
analysis,  I examined  25  sa^mples  of  milk  during  the  year  l)y  means 
of  Barwise’s  Apparatus  for  the  estimation  of  dirt.  Bach  sample 
consisted  of  two  pints  and  was  filtered  through  a sieve,  and  a 
comparative  estimate  of  the  amount  of  deposit — consisting  of  dung, 
liairs,  scales,  &c. — made.

House  Accomodation, 


At  the  present  time  the  question  of  houses  for  the  working 
classes  has  become  acute.  The  majority  of  the  houses  built  during 
the  year  have  been  of  the  villa  type,  and  with  the  new  dock 
extensions  a considerable  number  of  cottages  are  being  pulled  down, 
and  up  to  the  present  comparatively  few  new"  ones  have  been 
erected.  1 am  creditably  informed  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
get  a house  of  this  type  at  all.  This  is  a matter  requiring  considera- 
tion by  the  Council. 

128  new  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year.  The  back 
street  improvement  continues,  although  slowly. 

After  the  war  that  has  been  waged  against  the  keeping  of  pigs, 
etc.,  in  the  proximity  of  dwelling  houses  in  contravention  of  the  bye- 
laws, it  would  appear  to  be  an  anomaly  that  plans  should  be  passed 
sanctioning  the  erection  of  a row  of  pig  styes  right  up  to  the  building 
line  of  what  may  become  one  of  the  principal  streets  of  the  town, 
and  which  is  at  the  present  time  in  the  centre  of  a populous  neigh- 
bourhood, and  where  the  principal  building  operations  are  taking 
place.  When  the  plans  were  shown  us  we  unhesitatingly  condemned 
them,  as  they  would  inevitably  become  a nuisance.  The  clerk, 
however,  obtained  the  opinion  of  Counsel,  which  was  to  the  effect 
that  the  Council  could  not  refuse  to  pass  the  plans,  and  this  wars 
acted  upon. 

Sec.  47  of  the  Act  of  1875  makes  it  an  offence  for  any  person  in 
an  Urban  District  “ to  keep  swdne,  etc.,  so  as  to  be  a nuisance  to  any 
person,”  and  Sub-Sec.  3 of  Sec.  91  also  applies.  The  approval  of 
the  plans  can  be  cited  by  the  owner  in  any  subsequent  legal 
proceedings  for  creating  a nuisance. 
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Owing  to  the  presence  of  infectious  disease  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Bromley’s  Yard,  a special  report  on  this  property  was  again 
presented.  No  legal  action  was  taken,  but  by  persuasion  the 
offensive  pit  in  the  yard  was  removed  and  closets  erected.  Four 
houses  in  Jackson’s  Yard  were  voluntarily  closed  by  the  owner  as 
unfit  for  occupation,  and  we  are  still  awaiting  an  interview  with  the 
owner  of  Mason’s  Yard  with  the  same  purpose  in  view. 

The  supervision  over  the  erection  of  new  houses  is  entirely 
performed  by  the  surveyor’s  department.  No  action  has  been  taken 
under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act. 

Fifth  Avenue  still  continues  to  be  used  as  a site  for  tipping 
rubbish,  snow,  road  scrapings,  etc. 

Sewerage, 

At  the  present  moment  the  sewers  of  the  town  are  sufficient  for 
their  purpose,  but  this  may  not  be  the  case  in  say  six  months’  time. 
The  Council  is  aware  of  this  fact,  and  the  surveyor  has  instructions 
to  provide  a scheme  for  their  extension. 

With  regard  to  the  condition  of  the  house  drains  and  sewers,  the 
improvement  effected  by  paving  the  ])ack  streets  is  well  illustrated  in 
the  case  of  Back  Weatherill  Street,  llei’e  the  sewers  and  di'ains 
required  constant  jittenfcion,  weekly  in  fact,  before  the  street  was 
paved.  The  ashes,  etc.,  which  weie  strewn  about  were  washed  into 
the  drains,  blocking  them  up.  Now  all  that  is  required  is  periodical 
flushing  two  or  three  times  a year,  and  no  complaints  at  all  were 
received  during  the  year.  One  of  the  finest  jobs  I have  ins]:)ected  is 
Back  Edinburgh  Street.  This  has  l)een  done  with  Scoria  bricks, 
highest  in  the  centre  and  sloping  towards  channels  at  the  sides, 
where  is  situated  a most  satisfactory  gully  introduced  by  the 
surveyor.  This  gully  contains  a tray,  which  receives  the  solid 
matter,  and  can  be  very  readily  lifted  out  and  emptied  without 
breaking  the  seal,  altogether  this  street  is  a most  excellent  practical 
example  of  wdiat  can  be  done,  creditable  alike  to  the  Council  and  to 
the  surveyor.  It  looks  as  if  it  might  last  for  ever,  and  will  prove 
cheap  in  the  long  run.  Tliewe  are  the  places  where  flushing  becomes 
effective.  With  our  level  district  the  greatest  care  is  re(]uirGd  to 
prevent  the  drains  becoming  filled  with  deposit,  in  which  event 
flushing  is  almost  a farce. 

The  sewage  is  dischai-ged  untreated  into  the  tidal  river. 

The  localities  whei  e improvements  are  needed  most  urgently  are 
the  North,  West  and  East  Wards. 

Excrement  disposal  is  effected  by  contractors,  who  remove  it  in 
the  Council’s  carts.  During  the  past  year  complaints  were  so 
numerous  that  the  contract  was  re-let. 

House  refuse  is  remcved  weekly  by  the  same  contractors,  and 
tipped  along  with  the  nightsoil  in  tips  specially  selecied  and 
approved. 


The  defects  in  the  di'iiitiage  at  Potter  Grange  liave  been 
satisfactorily  remedied. 

J()5  galvanised  iron  soil  boxes  have  been  provided  dining  the 
year  iti  jilace  of  oil  wooden  ones. 

A urinal  is  badly  recpdred  North  of  the  Pailway  Gates. 

Lodging  Houses, 

There  are  four  registered  common  lodging  houses.  These  are 
systematically  inspected  and  are  kept  faiiiy  clean. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  two  slaughter  houses  in  tlie  town,  one  pul^lic  and  one 
private.  The  public  slaughter  house  is  extensively  used  by  the 
l)utchers  who  express  satisfaction  with  the  way  it  is  conducted. 

Dairies,  Cowshe€is,  and  Milkshops, 

New  l)ye-laws  have  been  adopted  during  the  year.  Pegular 
inspections  have  l:)een  made  and  handbills  on  “Pules  for  Milkers’ 
exhibited  in  each.  There  are  seven  registered  cowsheds,  and  33 
persons  on  the  register  as  purveyors  of  milk. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  samples  of  milk  taken  for  analysis 
by  the  County  Council,  I have  elsewhere  stated  the  result  of  the 
analysis  I made  during  the  ^mar  for  the  estimation  of  dirt. 

Bakehouses. 

There  are  no  undei ground  bakehouses,  and  11  bakehouses,  all 
perfectly  satisfactory. 

Offensive  Trades, 

The  only  offensive  trade  in  addition  to  the  Tillage  Works  is 
that  of  a tripe  and  gut  cleaner. 

Water  Supply. 

The  waiter  is  obtained  by  means  of  a public  service  from 
Pollington  wPere  a wmll  is  sunk  in  the  outcrop  of  the  red  sandstone. 
Throughout  the  year  the  level  of  the  waiter  in  the  wmll  has  remained 
practically  constant  although  the  rainfall  for  the  year  has  been  under 
the  average.  During  the  year  the  average  consumption  of  waater 
has  been  119,314  gallons  per  day,  equal  to  25'2  gallons  per  head  per 
day  of  a population  of  17,800  persons. 

Swimming  Baths. 

The  public  swimming  baths  wmre  opened  in  August  by  Councillor 
Gooderidge.  The  plans  wmre  prepared  by  Mr.  B.  H.  Barber,  the 
Council's  engineer  and  surveyor,  and  a very  complete  suite  of  baths 
has  been  erected  at  the  moderate  cost  of  £3,300.  Instead  of  costing 
the  town  so  much  a year  as  was  at  first  feared,  there  has  been  up  to 
the  present  such  a demand  for  their  use  that  it  is  confidently 
anticipated  they  will  do  more  than  pay  for  themselves. 
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One  aspect  of  the  haths  came  under  my  notice  soon  after  they 
were  opened  when  there  was  such  a rush  for  bathing,  that  I wish 
to  draw  attention  to.  Several  of  the  bathers  complained  of  contract- 
ing a severe  type  of  sore  throat.  It  is  always  difficult  to  dog- 
matically assert  cause  and  effect,  yet  I tliink  the  evidence  was 
sufficiently  strong  to  assume  that  this  was  due  to  the  impurity  of 
the  water.  Day  after  day  the  swimming  bath  was  literally  ]iacked 
with  people,  and  it  (ian  be  readily  understood  how  impure  the  water 
became,  and  the  ill  effects  produced  by  accidentally  swallowing  a 
•considerable  amount  of  water,  especiall}"  on  an  empty  stomach. 

This  ])ollution  of  the  water  is  partly  accidental  and  partly 
wilful  and  depends  largely  on  the  habits  of  tlie  iiathers,  especially 
those  whose  ideas  of  personal  hygiene  are  not  very  strict.  The  baths 
are  })atronised  during  the  hot  weather  when  the  sweat  glands  are 
most  active,  and  the  condition  of  the  skin  and  heads  is  not 
particularly  cleanly.  In  spite  of  tlie  notice  that  “spitting  is 
forlhhden.”  one  sees  this  act  continnally  being  ])erformed,  and  there 
is  the  extreme  prol)ahility  that  many  allow  urine  to  escape  in  the 
water.  'Thus  hu  idea  is  given  of  the  ])rohahle  pollution  of  the  water. 
The  remedy  consists  in  rigid  supervision  and  a change  of  water  two 
or  three  times  a week  at  least,  especially  when  in  the  hot  weather 
the  baths  are  most  in  demand. 


Hospital  Report, 

On  receipt  of  a notification  of  the  piesence  of  infectious 
disease,  a visit  of  inspection  is  made,  and  if  removal  to  the 
Sanatorium  is  required,  I sign  an  order  for  removal  whic-h  is  sent  to 
the  Matron  who  makes  the  necessary  arrangements.  All  infected 
•clothing  is  taken  awav  for  disinfection,  and  the  rooms  occupied  by 
the  patient  fumigated  with  formalin. 

Two  hosqiitals  are  provided,  one  for  the  ordinary  infectious 
diseases,  and  another  for  small  pox.  AVith  regal'd  to  the  former, 
the  Local  Goveinment  Boa,rd  have  issued  an  order  terminating  the 
present  agreement,  whereby  the  TJihan  Council  were  tenants  under 
the  Guardians  since  1898. 

Several  meetings  have  since  been  held,  and  the  subject  discussed 
jointlv  between  the  members  of  the  Goole  Urham  Council  and  the 
Goole  Kural  Council,  and  the  following  basis  for  forming  a Ijiiited 
flistrict  for  Joint  Hospital  Lurjioses  agreed  upon:

Of  tlie  130  diphtheria  ]iatients  44  had  severe  attacks,  including 
one  mixed  infection,  9 paralyses,  with  10  deaths.

One  important  omission  occurs  in  this  list,  that  of  NewStree  ts 
and  building.  I need  not  repeat  what  I have  said  on  the  suliject  in 
former  reports,  but  \vould  merely  mention  that  there  is  almost 
certain  to  be  a considerable  number  of  new  cottages  built  during  the 
year,  and  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  not  allowing  these  to  he 
jeri’y  built  as  wuis  done  some  years  ago.  One  caai  readily  point  out 
which  part  of  the  town  will  become  slums  in  future  years,  and  even 
the  difference  in  the  amount  of  air  space  at  the  back,  in  a wmll-built 
street  like  Jefferson  street  and  one  of  our  more  modern  streets  is 
sufficiently  apparent. 

The  following  instances  taken  from  my  note  book  illustrate 
forcibly  wdiat  is  required  to  be  done. 

In  Fourth  Avenue  I inspected  a house  wdiere  the  floor  had 
given  wuiy,  and  we  found  underneath  a hollow  space  about  5 feet  in 
depth,  ^vith  2 feet  of  water.  In  a bouse  in  Fifth  Avenue  the 
flooring  of  the  })assage  and  front  room  wuis  rotten,  and  there  existed 
a hollow  space  3 feet  deep  underneath,  unventilated,  and  ill  smelling. 
In  Marlborough  Avenue  and  Cottingham  Street  a small  child  could 
push  down  the  wall  and  railing  in  front  of  the  houses,  the  cl  ors  are 
badly  fitting  and  made  of  green  match  wood.  The  streets  called 
the  “Poet’s  Corner,”  have  many  of  the  houses  out  of  repair  at 
present,  have  not  been  ])ainted  for  3’ears,  have  broken  eaves  and 
down  spouting,  in  addition  to  being  badly  built  with  match- 
wood  doors  evidently  made  with  green  wood,  badly  plastered  and 
the  street  not  made  either  back  or  front.  Furthermore  all  these 
are  comparatively  new^  houses,  and  in  a house  in  Broadway  built 
during  the  year  under  I'eview,  wdiich  I inspected  recently,  the  doors 
and  windows  fitted  badly,  the  plaster  was  coming  off,  and  the  fire- 
places were  loose.  Houses  in  Do^de  Street  and  George  Sti-eet  are 
better  built  than  any  of  the  above.  If  a new  town  like  oms  is  uointJ' 
to  have  property  built  in  the  manner  of  the  foregoing  then  we  can 
easily  picture  what  it  will  become  in  a very  few  ^mars.  A id  it  is 
not  the  nraking  of  bye  laws  that  is  the  reined)",  it  is  necessary  to  see 
that  the)^  ai’e  carried  out.

The  cabins  of  the  131  canal  boats  inspected  were  registered  to 
accommodate  the  following  number  of  persons : — Aft  cabins,  348 
adults  and  119  children  ; fore  cabins,  255  adults  and  27  children  ; 
whilst  the  actual  number  occupying  were  188  men,  54  women,  and 
49  children. 


During  the  year  we  have  not  received  a single  notification  of 
infectious  disease,  and  this  seems  strange  when  we  think  of  the  many 
cases  we  have  had  to  contend  with  in  the  town  Probably  this  is 
accounted  for  as  stated  in  my  previous  report,  from  the  fact  of  there 
not  being  so  many  children  residing  on  board  as  formerly. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

During  the  year  five  samples  of  new  milk  have  been  purchased 
from  purveyors  for  the  purpose  of  analysing  by  the  county  analyst. 
In  each  case  the  samples  were  reported  to  be  genuine. 

Samples  have  also  on  several  occasions  been  purchased  in  the 
district  by  the  officials  of  the  West  Biding  County  Council  for  the 
same  purpose.  In  addition  31  samples  were  purchased  and 
forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  analysis. 


Town  and  Market  Seizures, 

There  were  seized  and  destroyed  one  carcase  of  a beast,  15  boxes 
of  tomatoes,  several  parcels  of  decayed  vegetables,  etc. 
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A sharp  look-out  is  always  kept  ou  all  foodstuffs.  For  instance, 
it  came  to  my  knowledge  that  a cow-beast  was  being  slaughteied  in 
the  country.  I went  over  to  the  farm  and  bad  the  satisfaction  of 
seeing  its  carcase  buried. 

In  the  same  village  I heard  of  a cow-beast  having  dropped  down 
dead  in  a field  near  to  our  boundary.  The  cause  of  death  was 
through  a large  wmn  in  its  throat  having  l)urst,  and  from  which  it 
choked.  I ascertained  the  purchaser  of  the  carcase,  who  was  a 
knacker  man,  and  arranged  with  him  that  it  must  be  taken  on  the 
moors  and  be  deeply  buried.  I have  every  reason  to  know  that  my 
request  w^as  duly  carried  out.

There  are  seven  registered  cow^sheds  within  the  Council  s 
boundary.  One  cowkeeper  has  recently  removed  his  business  to  the 
country.  At  present  there  are  four  brick  cowsheds  and  three 
wooden  ones. 

These  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  kept  clean.  Bills  have 
been  posted  up  in  each  cow^shed  drawing  the  owmers  and  milkers 
attention  to  the  necessity  of  cleanliness  and  w^ant  of  care  in  such 
places. 


Pubiic  Mortuary. 

During  the  year  eight  bodies  have  been  conveyed  to  the  public 
mortuary  : One  a man,  41  years  of  age  died  suddenly  in  a common 
lodging  house ; a boy  4 years  of  age  fell  from  his  father’s  keel  in  the 
docks  and  wuis  drowmed  ; a man  aged  58  years  who  resided  in  Goole 
died  at  sea  on  board  the  s.s.  Cornhill,  and  w^as  brought  to  Goole  ; 
also  a young  man  aged  22  years  of  age  w^ho  resided  in  Jackson 
Street,  fell  from  the  side  of  one  of  the  Goole  steamers  and  was 
drowned  ; also  a boy  from  Back  North  Street,  aged  7 years  w’as 
found  drowned  in  Aldam  Dock  ; a man  about  35  years  of  age 
belonging  to  Hull  was  drowmed  off  a keel  laying  in  the  docks  ; a 
foreign  sailor  52  years  of  age  became  entangled  in  a wire  rope  on 
board  the  s.s.  Genbert,  and  was  almost  cut  to  pieces;  also  a man 
who  resided  in  Gordon  Street,  aged  38  years,  w'as  found  dead  on  the 
line  off  btanhope  Street,  having  been  run  over  by  an  engine. 

Every  care  has  been  taken  to  keep  these  premises  clean  and 
tidy,  and  no  complaints  have  been  made  otherwise.

Water  Analysis, 

Several  samples  of  suspicious  well  water  have  been  taken 
during  the  year,  most  of  which  iiave  lieen  condemned  as  unfit  for 
domestic  purposes.  Notices  have  been  served  on  the  owners  to 
provide  a wholesome  supplv. 

Common  Lodging  Houses, 

There  are  four  registered  common  lodging  houses  in  the  Council’s 
boundary.  One  is  in  the  Last  Ward,  two  in  the  Central,  and  one  in 
the  South.  Such  houses  were  never  built  for,  or  intended  for 
lodging  houses,  but  through  cliange  of  circumstances  and  deprecia- 
tion have  been  let  to  tenants  who  have  used  them  for  such  purposes 
tor  a great  number  of  years.  I must  again  remind  you  that  a good 
lodging  house  is  badly  wanted  in  the  town.  Having  regard  to  all 
circumstances  and  their  stiuctural  condition,  they  are  kept  clean  and 
tidy,  fairly  well  conducted,  and  many  inspections  are  made  during 
the  vear.

Night  Scavenging, 

During  the  year  the  night  scavenging  has  not  been  carried  ou 
with  every  satisfaction,  as  you  are  aware  of  the  trouble  wdiich  was 
caused  l)y  the  contractor  of  Nos.  2 and  3 Districts  in  his  work  of 
collection  being  often  so  far  belhnd,  and  the  annoyance  and 
inconvenience  created  amongst  the  householders  of  the  districts 
named.  Perhaps  to  some  extent  there  was  a little  excuse  for  the 
contractor,  inasmuch  as  he  wais  greatly  handicapped  in  not  having 
experience  and  the  low  figuie  of  his  contract  price.  I honestly 
believe  his  intentions  were  to  do  his  work  well  and  to  give  every 
satisfaction  had  the  circumstances  been  better.  How^ever,  on  his 
giving  up  the  contract  the  Council  decided  on  Mr.  J.  Corner’s 
contract  for  the  two  districts,  and  since  his  commencement  not  a 
single  complaint  of  neglect  has  been  received.  With  regard  to  the 
contractor  for  No.  1 District,  his  work  has  been  canied  out 
satisfactorily.
